HOCKING WAS SEIZED 


Until Britain’s Explanation Is 
Received Washington. Will 
Take No Further Action. 


MAY GO TO: ARBITRATION 


Two Governments Hold Opposite 
Views—Names of Stockhold- 
ers In Vessel Are Withheld. 


Spevial to The New York Times. 

- WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Secretary 
Lansing today sent a cablegram to Am- 
bassador Page at London directing him 
to ascertain from the British Govern- 
ment its reasons for seizing the Ameri- 
can steamer Hocking, formerly the Dan- 
ish steamer Gronland, which was taken 
into Halifax on Sunday by a British 
naval prize crew. . Until a response is 
received no further action will be taken 
by the American Government. 

Secretary Lansing took this action 
after receiving a protest from Richard 
G. Wagner, President of the American 
Transatlantic Company, ownets of the 
Hocking, against the seizure of that 
vessel. In this ‘telegram Mr. Wagner 
asserts that the Hocking was sailing in 
ballast to Norfolk, Va., to load coal 
for Argentina under charter to William 
and that the owners of 
the steamer are aware of no cause for 
the seizure. 

A message to the State Department 
from Consul General Young at Halifax 
stated that the vessel had been placed 
in the custody of the Marshal of the 
British prize court at that place and 


that no official reason had been given 
for the seizure. The. message added 
that it appears that the good faith of 
the transfer of the vessel from Danish 
to American registry, and of the change 
of ownership, were questioned. 

The seizure of the Hocking has brought 
to issue a question:on which. the posi- 
tinns of the United States and the En- 
tente Allies are so far apart that some 
officials here believe arbitration. ulti- 
mately will nave to be resorted to for set- 
tlement. It is fully expected that, follow.. 
ing its usual course, the British Foreign 
Office will claim .the privilege of send- 
ing the Hocking toa prize court, and 
as the United States Government, where 
no question of human life was con- 
cerned, usually has consented to await 
the issue of the regular legal proceed- 
ings, it is‘ likely that no objection will 





be made to this procedure, though all 
rights will be reserved. 

Accepting the statement of the Presi-! 
dent of the American Transportation | 
Company, owning the Hocking, that | 
the corporation is wholly American and | 
all of its stock American owned, the | 
State Department is expected to base its ; 
demand for the surrender of the ship! 
on the general authorization of inter- 
national law for the sale of a merchant 
vessel to a neutral, even if the vessel 
was originally of belligerent ownership, 
which is not alleged in the case of the 
Hocking, formerly a Danish ship. 

The British contention, it is believed, 
will be that the American Transporta- 
tion Company used German money to 
purchase the ten ships which it operates 
and that the- real owners of the vessels 
are Germans. ‘ 

The Hocking is the first vessel trans- 
ferred from one neutral flag to another | 
to be seized by the British Government. | 
The case is somewhat different from | 
that of the Dacia, which was trans- ' 
ferred to a neutral flag from an enemy | 
flag. In the Hocking case it remains; 
to be determined whether the American = 
Government will recognize the conten- j

It was alleged at the time the question 
of the transfer of the Gronland to the 
American flag was being considered 
by the Department of Commerce that 
German capital was largely invested 
in the company which bought the Gron- 
land, and which renamed the vessel the 
Hocking. The question whether Ger- 
man capital in the corporation should 
constitute an obstacle to granting 
American registration was referred by 
the Department of Commerce to Sec- 
retary Lansing, who held that -the in- 
vestment of German capital’ in the com- 
ange & if that were the case, could not 
be held to interfere with the transfer 
from the viewpoint of international 
law, so long as it was an American 
corporation.

FOOD SHORTAGE IS DENIED 


News ‘Agency Says Crops Are 
‘Abundant—-Socialist Newspa- 
per’s Story Different. 


BERLIN, Nov. 2, (via London, 
Wednesday, Nov, 3.)—Berlin,on its first 
“meatless day’ adapted itself with 
comparative ease and little grumbling 
to the new regulation... The effect of the 
sudden change from ‘a meat to a fish or 
a vegetable diet was to lessen materially 
the amount of food usually. consumed, 
which was precisely what the authori- 
ties aimed at: . It-is predicted; however, 
that the consumption will mount when 
the public adjusts itself to conditions 
and acquires new tastes. " ‘ 

Many of the largest popular restau- 
rants specialized in fish courses; others 
offered omelets. in countless ‘varieties. 
Although cold meats may be eaten, the 
public showed disinclination. to avail 
itself of them at the heavy. noon meal, 
but waited until supper time. 

Waiters were inclined to complain over 
the smaller gratuities because of the 


lesser amount eaten, but nevertheless 
lapghed at the disgruntled who could 
not adapt themselves to the new regu- 
lation. 

The scheme is seemingly less success- 
ful with that’ portion of the public which 
eats at home. .The butcher shops last

people stood: outside for hours with the 
intention of buying in advance enough 
meat to last until Wednesday. Many 
stores were completely sold out. 

The newspapers issue warnings that 
such tactics on the part of the public 
will only result in a shortage and in- 
creased prices, which the regulations 
are intended to prevent.

“‘ Self-interest is now, as before, the 
guiding principle in economic activity, 
and consideration of the public welfare 
is rare among producers and dealers. 
Every one es advantage of the se- 
rious conditions, and a general rise in 
prices is the result.’’ 

Under normal. conditions, continues 
the editorial, the working classes can 
meet such conditions by demanding and 
obtaining higher wages, but when. war 
broke out they. agreed: to bury . the 
hatchet in their’fight with the capital- 
istic class. \. Unfortunately for them, 
however, prices rose to figures. unpar- 
alleled before,..as a result of the war. 
During the. first months manufacturers 
were compelled to pay higher wages on 
account of.a shortage of skilled labor, 
but at present only a few workmen, 
especially those employed in the manu- 
acture of munitions, are getting wages 
enabling them to meet the higher cost 
of vl a Even in the munitions fac- 
tories, it is added, cheaper labor is.now 
available, women and minors. being 
largely employed. The editorial goes 


n: 

“Therefore, the situation amounts ‘to 
this: only a‘small.part of the working 
class is receiving higher wages than in 
peice times, while the greater portion 
must.be content with the old scale of 
wages, or even with lower pay. 

“At the same time, the cost of living 
has risen greatly. According to the 
Calwer system the cost of necessities 
for a family of four persons in 
month. of. June, 1914, was 24.74 marks, 
($5.93.) 
present year it was 37.36 marks, ($8.96,) 
an increase of over 50 per cent. At the 
present moment these figures no per ed 
express the situation, since some of ths 
products on. which og ae based are 
no longer ‘obtainable. erefore it may 
be said that the increase in the price of 
the necessities of life has risen’ between 
75 and 100 per cent. One must also 
bear in..mind the increased cost of 
clothing, especially of shoes and most 
of the articles used by the masses. .

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Brand Whit- 
lock, American Minister to Belgium, 
has transmitted a long report to the 
United States Government reviewing in 
detail the steps taken by him and the 
members of his Legation staff in con- 
nection with the execution by the Ger- 
man military authorities of Miss Edith 
Cavell and acquitting high German of- 
ficials of bad faith in relation to her 
case. 

The Minister says that the reports 
made by him on the subject constituted 
meérely a recital of facts without ex- 
pression of opinion and that he had 
submitted them to Ambassador Page at 
London for his 4nformation; but not for 
publication. In the natural course, the 
Ambassador, reporting on ‘the case of 
British subjects by American diplomatic 
officers, transmitted the documents to 
the British Foreign Office, which made 
them public. ' 

Publication of the letters, Mr. Whit- 


lock says, greatly embarrassed him in 
Brussels with the German authorities, 
although he adds that the latter now 
seem satisfied with his explanation, and 
there is no indication of further diffi- 
culty. His position from the time the 
German occupation: of Belgium. began 
has been a delicate one, since he has no 
diplomatic status as Minister to Belgium. 
and is permitted to remain in Brussels 
only by courtesy of the German milH- 
tary commander.

AUSTRIA REPEATS 


Text of Second Note. Protesting 
at Our Arms Exports Dwells 
Upon Quantity. 


REPEATS EMBARGO PLEA 


ee 


And Denies That Its Own Sales in 
the Boer War Constitute 
a Precedent. 


The full text of Austria-Hungary’s 
second note to the United States on. the 
subject of shipments of munitions. by 
American firms to Great Britain and 
her allies is contained in Austro-Hun- 
garian newspapers which have been re- 
ceived here. 

The note was received by the State 
Department at Washington last Friday, 
when it wags announced that the State 
Department would not make public the 
text. It conformed to cabled sum- 
maries, it was explained, and it was 
said that a reply probably would not be 
sent by the United States Government, 
as officials at Washington dig not be- 
lieve that Austria expected a reply. 


Text of the Note. 


The note, as translated from the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian papers, is as follows: 
Vienna, Sept. 24, 1915. 
From the Imperial and Royal Austro- 
Hungarian Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs to the Ambassador of the 
United States of America in Vienna:- 

The undersigned has had the honor to 
receive the note of Aug. 16, No. 2,758, 
in which his Excellency the-Ambassador 
of the United States of America, Fred- 
eric Courtland Penfield, was pleased to 
define. the stand taken by the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America 
toward the Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment concerning the supply of war ma- 
terials to Great Britain and her allies. 

The arguments set forth by the Wash- 
ington Cabinet disclose the various view- 
points that actuate the Federal Govern- 
ment in this connection, and, in its opin- 
ion, prevent it from taking into account 
the views expressed by the Imperial and 
Royal Government. Although the Im- 
perial and Royal Government has laid 
stress upon investigating most minutely 
the contentions of the Washington Cab- 
inet, its most careful examination .can- 
not move it to depart from the point of 
view which it has made clear in, its 
note, No. 59,465, of June 29. 

The remarks of the Federal Govern- 
ment are mostly based upon the erron- 
eous premises that the Imperial and 
Royal Government had essentially de- 
nied the right conceded by “Article VII. 
of the Fifth and Thirteenth Conventions 
of The Hague.to nationals of neutral 
powers to supply contraband to bellig- 
erents, whereas the Imperial and Royal 
Government had expressly stated in the 
aforesaid note thut the wording—and 
the wording only—of the clause referred 
to formally warranted the sufferance 
by the Federal Government of the trade 
in war materials as at present pursued 
by. citizens of the United States of 
America. The Imperial and a Gov- 
ernment ag ine never sought to pre- 
vail upon the ashington Cabinet to 
depart from an existing treaty; it only 
pointed out that, in its opinion, an-in- 
terpretation of said clause should be 
avoided that would be contrary to the 
fundamental idea ‘and the highest prin- 
ciples of the laws of neutrality. A cer- 
tain danger attaches to the gradual 
codification of international law, in- 
asmuch as the wording of the conven- 
tions governing the laws of the na- 
tions might be considered as more im- 
portant than the elementary principles 
underlying these laws when they have 
not been specifically formulated in in- 
ternational treaties. Such a limited 
interpretation should be avoided, par- 
ji en A with respect to the laws of 
neutrality; for this very reason the pre- 
amble of the Thirteenth Convention of 
The Hague (second and third para-, 


“graphs) emphasizes that the stipulations; 


of this agreement represent merely frags; 
ments that do not apply to all the cir- 
cumstances which may arise in practice. 
and that, therefore, these stipulations 
will have to be amended or completed 
according to the general principles of 
international law. 


Did Not Call Authorities Unanimous. 


“The Imperial and Royal Government 
has accordingly confined its arguments 
to the question whether the interpreta- 
tion of the already quoted clause would 
not be limited by these principles; when, 
in arg ope of its assertion that this 
would be so, it referred to the opinion 
expressed in international law, it nat- 
uraily had in mind the authorities on 
the subject who have specially exam- 
ined whether the exportation of war 
materials, against which no objection 
can be raised under normal circum- 
stances, would not at times imply a 
breach of neutrality. The assertion to 
the effect that the authors unanimously 





agree that the exportation of contra- 
and is contrary to neutrality is not to

be found in any paragraph of the note 
of June 29. j 
Furthermore, the Impe and: -Royal 
Government has in’ no way pleaded in 
favor of the principle of ‘‘ equalization,” 
As a matter of fact it did not base ‘its 
suggestion concerning the exportation of 
war materials. on the fact that it was 
not in a position itself to import war 
materials ‘from: ‘the United. States of 
America;'even if both groups of. bellig- 
erents were. to.share in the supply of 
war materials from the,United States of 
America the Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment would -nevertheless maintain 
that the’ excessive exportation of war 
materials would be objectionable. The 
Imperial and Royal Gevernment never 
thought. of suggesting that. Because 
Austria-Hungary toula not procure war 
materials. from the territonies .of one 
neutral power this disadvantage should 
be. balanced by prohibiting the citizen» 
of that neutral power to carry on & 
normal trade in contraband with the 
enemies of the Dual Monarchy. .. It, 
however, did. protest against the cre- 
ation of new and the extension of exist- 
urpose of. manu- 
facturing and exporting war materiais 
to such an extent that the economic life 
of the United States has practically, so 
to say, become militarized—if one can 
use a word that has been often wrongly, 
applied. 

he concentration of a.Jarge part of 
the American working power toward 
one goal, namely, the: supply of mu- 
nitions of war, constitutes a “‘fait.-nou- 
veau’’° ‘which invalidates’ any refer- 
ence to allegedly similar cases in other 
wars; whether intended or not, this 
concentration of the national working 
power constitutes a one-sided . an 
effective support of one group of bel- 
ligerents, all the more conspicuous since 
not even noncontraband goods are sup- 
plied from the United States to the 
other group. of belligerents. A com- 
parison with the former wars is.all the 
more out of place since those wars 
were waged between two single powers, 
or at least between groups of a few 
powers only. When munitions of war 
from one neutra@ country were supplied 
to one belligerent only it’ was then 
possible for the latter’s enemies to 
apply fo’ other neutral countries. In 
the present war, however, the Unjted 
States of America is’ the-only power 
that can he effectively considered’ for 
such supplies. This circumstance fur- 
ther contributes to give to the expor- 
tation of munitions of war from the 
Union a: different and far more -serious 
character than the exportation of con- 
traband has ever had in the past. 


Implies Embargo. May End Neutrality. 


Since these various facts, unforeseen 
before, have become clearly manifest 
in the course of the, present war only, 
the Austré-Hungarian Government 
thinks it is justified to’hold the opin-. 
ion’ that, in accordance with the last 
paragraph of the preamble of. the’ Thir- 
teenth Convention, they; should: consti- 
tute a sufficient reason for “modifying 
the regulations. that govérn the «trade 
in- contraband in the ‘United States. The 


absolute and strict impartiality. .which 
the -Washington Cabinét is-anxious to 
observe, and therefore the avstaining 
of.any direct or indfrect assistance and 
support of one belligerent, aré-uridoubt- 
ediy the right of a neutral ‘power. If 
experience. should: teach that an em- 
bargo in any direction: should in the 
course of the war become necessary to 
that end, then the power..concerned is 
justified to modify its former. policy of 
applying neutrality. On the-other hand, 
the present case wholly different 
from all preceding ones, it is a ‘‘novum”’ 
which, as pointed out-above, does not 
come under the already quoted Article 
VII., and therefore has to be considered 
as a ‘‘cas non prevu,” (unforeseen 
case,) which in accordance with 
preamble of the Thirteenth Convention 
(paragraph 3) has to be dealt with 
under the general principles of inter- 
national law, as has already been ex- 
plained. 

The suggestion of the Imperial Royal 
Government concerning. the supply of 
foodstuffs and raw materials was like- 
wise not based on the assumption tnat 
a neutral Government would be bound 
to compensate the advantages attained 
by one belligerent over the other by a 
system of nonintercourse with the for- 
mer. The note of June 29 makes it 
clear that this suggestion was made 
solely for the purpose of pointing out 
to the Washington Cabinet, which had 
declared that, as a consequence of the 
situation created by the war, it had be- 
come impossible for the United States 
of America to maintain its trade rela- 
tions with the Central Powers, that it 
is within the power of the Federal Gov- 
‘ernment to enforce such a possibility 
of trade relations. As a matter of fact,

noncontraband goods, has not been 
stopped by the naval successes of Great 
Britain and her allies, but by the un- 
lawful decisions taken by: the Enternte 
Powers, which, as the Imperial and 
Royal Government has not failed to 
learn, are also considered as unlawful 
by the Government of the United States 
of America. 

It is not contended that, were the 
Washington Cabinet to fall in with the 
views of the Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment, the trade relations of the 
United States of America with both 
groups of belligerents would be, less 
unequal than they are at present. The

that an argument could all the less be 
therefrom derived against a suggestion 
admitted by a neutral power as justi- 
fied from the point of view of neutral- 
ity and otherwise, since the Washington 
Cabinet certainly will not consider. it 
as a duty of a neutral power to render 
its situation toward both belligerents as 
unequal as possible, or, when such a 





state of inequality exists, to undertake 











no steps whatever with a view to mod- 
ify it. ‘ 
Emphasizes Trade Res 

Whereas the Federal Government has 
understood that, according to the Im- 
perial and Royal Government, the ex- 
portation of arms. and munitions is con- 
trary to the last pardgraph of the pre- 
amble-of the Thirteenth Convention, it 
should be ‘emphasized: that—as already 
pointed out above—the Imperial and 
Royal Government. bases its stand 
against the excessive exportation of 
munitions of. war on, the second..and 
third paragraphs of said preamble. The 
reference to the last paragraph was 
made in connection with the unlawful 
exclusion of Austria~-Hungar from 
commercial intercourse with erica, 
and was’ intended to convey the, sug- 
gestion that the exclusion in itself would 
justity the issuance by the Federal 

overnment of laws providing for an 
embargo, ; 

If the impression is correct that the 
Government .of the. United States 
wishes to express the opinion that the 
Government: of a. belligerent. power is 
not entitled to take up a matter which 
is connected. with. the preservation or 
the application. of a-right of a neutral 
power, this is evidently due to the fact 
that the Washington Cabinet has pos- 
sibly. givén a ‘too restricted interpreta- 
tion to the last paragraph’ referred to 
whén it understood it to apply only to 
strictly private rights, the preservation 
of which the Imperial: and Royal Gov- 
ernment naturally holds to. be a mat- 
ter that concerns the neutral power 
only. As is shown by the report sub- 
mitted by the French delegate, M. 
Renault, to the full sitting “of ..the 
Hague Conference concerning the 
Thirteenth Convention, (Deuxieme 
Conf. Intern. de la Paix, actes et doc., 
Tome I., Page 826,) the said paragraph 
aims at the preservation of neutrality; 
a belligerent can, therefore, not be de- 
nied ‘the -right.to approach a neutral 
country and to: invoke the clause re- 
ferred to when the question’ of the 
preservation of the rights of a neutral 
power has a bearing on the rights .of 
that belligerent. 7 

The Imperial and Royal Government 
has followed with great interest the 
arguments-of the Federal Government 
setting forth the reasons which, in the 
opinion of the Washington Cabinet, 
make it impossible, to restrict during 
the present war, the ‘exportation of mu- 
nitions. e.Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment nevertheless still hopes that 
the Federal Government will agree that 
the reasons‘ given, which have a purely 
practical character, ‘can in no way in- 
fluence the legal aspect .of the ques- 
tion; while expressing this’ hope, we do 
not, venture to investigate. whether the 
very fact that the Bom 7 3 ign re of war 
materials in. the nited «States could 
‘develop to such extraaqrdinary dimen- 
sions does not-rather lead to the con- 
clusion that the United; States, dispos- 
ing as it. does in an unlimited way ‘of 
all. the> essential conditions for manu- 
facturing: , munitions, such as labor, 
natural. products, and financial capital, 
would not be reduced to procure war 
material from.-abroad in e event of 
a war which would naturally stimulate 
the energy of its citizéns. * 


Calls Boer War No Precedent. 


The Imperial arid: Royal Government 
begs leave to make the following re- 
marks: 

Among the precedents invoked by the 
Washington Government, which, as has 
already been mentioned, cannot be ac- 
cepted Ee such, the Federal Government 
lays stress on the conditions existing 
at the \time of the Boer war, during 
which one of the belligerents was cut 
off from international trade in a way 
similar to that created during the pres- 
ent war.

Washington Team Has ‘Little 
Trouble with the Local Boys, 
Who Are Beaten, 33 to 7. 


The Georgetown football eleven, had 
little difficulty in scoring a victory over 
Fordham yesterday afternoon, the final 
score reading 38 to 7 in favor of the -in- 
vaders from Washington, who knew 
more football in a minute than the 
Bronx collegians had gathered in the 
entire season. That the Maroon was 
able to score one touch down resulted 
only from the fact that in the last quar- 
ter, when the count was made, the 
Washington substitutes were rushed on 
the field so fast that one could not keep 
track of them, and against this weaken- 
ing of the visiting eleven, Fordham was 
able to gain its one consolation touch | 
down. It came as the result. of spectac-' 
ular football, the open game through- 
out, Fordham working repeated forward 
passes. 

The team which Exxindine, the Indian 
eoach of Georgetown, brought here was 
a finished football eleven, excelling in 
every way the Fordham team which op-

Washingtonians. certainly. were as 


crafty as the redskins and as. resource- 
ful in their attack.

In the second quarter Georgetown 
showed some excellent forward passing, 
and it was not dependent on two or three 
men. This seemed to bother Fordham. 
The Maroon players‘ did not follow their 
opponents so closely that they could stop 
the plays successfully. Some of the 
throws were long, far over the line of 
scrimmage, but there was always a 
Washington player where the ball was’ 
to land. Gilroy to Leighty was a favor- 
ite pass, and another that worked with 
success was from Wall to Gilroy. 

The Washington team scored in the 
first few minutes of play. Wall got 
away for a long run of twenty-five 
rors that put the ball close to the Ford- 
am goal. One plunge at the line by 
Gilroy failed to take the ball over, but 
the next effort by the same.man‘ could 
not be stopped by Fordham’s defensé, 
and Gilroy scored the touchdown right 
through the centre of the line.

POLICE STOP SUNDAY 
~ GOLR AT NEWPORT 


Parading of. Players in Links 
Regalia an Affront to 
Churchgoers. 


+. 
New. York has laws on its statute 
books which, if rigidly enforced, would 
make this city as joyless a place for a 
large part of its population on Sun- 
day as Newport evidently was last 
Sunday for.those who live there. The 
Mayor and Chief of Police of that city 
have been engaged in a struggle to 
determine who has the superior au- 
thority. Just to show what he could 
do, backéd up by the ancient blue laws 
of the State, the Police Chief succeeded 
in keeping the links of the Newport 
Golf-Club closed on last Sunday. A 
policeman watched the course, and 
warned many members that they could 
not play. A barber was arrested for 
shaving a customer, club bars were 
closed, and only a few indispensable 
things, among which were _newspapers 
and ice cream, were allowed to be sold. 
The game vf goif which many minis- 
ters class with the automobile as hav- 
ing done more than anything else to 
take people away from the churches, 
could be stopped. on Sunday in this 
State, provided. any police official or 
Sheriff was willing to incur the odium 
which the lovers of the game_ would 
doubtless cast upon him if he prohibited 
their favorite pastime. While baseball 
and other’ forms of amusement have 
been severely attacked at times by so- 
cieties for the enforcement of the Sun- 
day law, golf has thus far escaped. 
There have been instances, both in 
New Jersey and on Long Island, of 
complaints by Sunday observers that 
golfers paraded through the ee 
streets, and even past the churches, in 
their golfing attire. Occasional efforts 
have been made to prohibit the em- 
ployment of boys as caddies on Sun- 
days, but. no arrests have ever been 
made, and some clubs have a rule that 
members must carry their own clubs 
on Sunday. In the early P ha of the 
game the Morris County Golf Club of 
Morristown, N. J., prohibited play on 
Sunday, and for four or five years it 
was the only large golf club around 
New York that closed its links on that 


day. 

The Sunday law, however, expressly 
states that ‘all shooting, fishing, horse 
racing, seeming or other. public sports, 
exercises or shows upon the first day 
of the week.and all noise disturbing the 
peace of the day are prohibited.”’ 

Special provision has been made® for 
baseball which is not deemed a viola- 
tion of'the general statute, provided it 
is not played for money and when it 
“‘does not interrupt the repose and re- 
ligious liberty of the community.” 

In the vicinity of New York there is 
no greater amusement field, on Sunday 
which furnishes sport and enjoyment 
to thousands of old and young, than 
Van Cortlandt Park. Hundreds of golf- 
ers play there every pleasant Sunday. 
There are baseball games galore. The 
cricketers Occupy a large part of the 


most of these games, within the rigid 
construction of the law might be pro- 
hibited. There is a memorable case 
on record in 1893, of a man who was 
convicted for breaking the Sunday law 
because he went fishing in a private 
lake with the consent of. the owner. On 
appeal the court held that the man, had 
been properly convicted. :

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UNDER THE OLD CONSTITUTION. 
The people of this State, as’ Mr. 
Lancot=n said of Federal organic 
law, are “about done with constitu- 
tional amendments.” In the great ma- 
jority registered yesterday against the 
revision submitted by the Albany Con- 
vention there is the promise of a pretty 
secure deadlock againat further amend- 
ment. Tammany wanted a Constitu- 
tional Convention; its votes carried the 
proposal, but it would have none of the 
Constitution submitted to its states- 
manlike and impartial judgment by the 
amending body. Joined with Tam- 
many there was a great motley thréng 
of opponents to ratification, Socialists, 
labor men, radicals, the apostles of 
sudden uplift by statute, men of the 
up-State’ counties unwilling to pay 
their just dues for the support of Gov- 
ernment so long as this city can be 
made to bear unjust burdens of taxa- 
tion, hordes of office holders pallid 
with the fear of losing their places un- 
der a. Constitution that abolishes :135 
departments, boards, and commissions, 
and voters in the City of New York 
resentful of the convention's failure to 
redress the long-standing grievance 
of the city under the present appor- 
tionment provision—altogether enough 
to make a majority of imposing pro- 
portions. , 

But, the opposition has no quality 
of cohesion, it is too diverse in motive 
for jeint action, it would be beyond its 
power, beyond human power, to de- 
yise a. Constitution that would secure 
its united support. If the radicals, the 
agitators,.and the visionaries out of 
their present negative triumph conjure 
up the hope of making and securing 
the adoption of a Constitution made 
after their own hearts, they will be 
disgppointed. A radical Constitution 
would be voted down by even a greater 
majority. The vote cast yesterday 
means that the Government of New 
York will be administered under its 
present Constitution fer many years to 
come, It is a pity, it was 4 mistake, 
for the convention proposed many wise 
and sound-reforms, the budget system, 
the reform in methods of tax assess- 
ment, the shortening of the ballot, the 
doing away with a multitude of use- 
less and costly offices, all these were 
changes for the public good. 

The adverse vote is surprising only 
in the emphasis of the majarity. The 
convention was ordered by a petty 
‘fraction of the electorate at the special 
election in April last year. Legs than 


* one-fifth of the voters of the State 


took the trouble to express their will 
upon the question of holding a con- 


_ vention, and the plurality in favor was 


only 1,353. In the judgment of THE 
Times, the ordering of a convention 
Wag unnecessary and unwise. The fate 
of the revision at the polls may be 
looked upon as a justification of that 
opinion. We can get along very well 
under the old Constitutien. The work 
of the convention of 1867 was like- 
wise rejected by the people, the judi- 
clary article separately submitted se- 
curing a majority of less than 7,000, 
while the body of the revised Consti- 
tution was rejected by a vote of 292,- 
456 te 223,935. Again in 1886 the 

_.people voted fer a convention by 574,- 
933 te 30,736, a majority worthy to be 
construed as @ mandate. Yet through 
political differences between the Ex- 
ecutive and the Legislature no con- 
vention was held until 1894. The work 
of that convention submitted as three 
distinct questions was approved, the 
body of the revision being ratified by 
a vote of 410,697 to 327,402. 

The Constitution then adopted con- 
tinues to be our organic law; it is 
unlikely that it will very soon be, 
‘ materially altered. The’ Republicans’ 
retain their majority in the Assembly; 
the Legislature will submit no amend- 

, ments.next year. Those who have op-' 
posed’; ratification talk confidently of 
another convention in 1917. It is 
‘most, improbable ‘that their ‘hopes will 
be rajilined. Should a@ convention be 
held and amendments be submitted 
embodying the ideas of those who 
voted: in the majority yesterday, if 
they @an be said to have any ideas in 
commion, they would be likely to en-

highly developed, populous, complex 
Commonweaiths of the East will have 
"| none, of a political experiment, that 
some simpler, meagrely settled com- 
munities ef the West have ventured to 
Whatever its merits or its 
faylts in theory and practice, its re- 
jection in Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania, and New Jersey was in- 
vitable. It could not be accepted there 
with the easy carelessness of sparse 
Western populations eager for inno- 
vations. The men of the mighty in- 
dustrial States voted it down for the 
good of the State and the good of the 
women. The essential American con- 
servatism,; the old-fashioned notion of 
the position and duties of women, pre- 
vailed. 

The majorities are impressive. 
There is no room for doubt. The 
popular sentiment of the East, even 
of Massachusetts, where Votes for 
‘Women may be' said to have been 
cradled, and which has not been inhos- 
pitable to liberal ideas, is hostile to 
woman suffrage. Its intrepid advo- 
eates will not cease their efforts, but 
they have small reason to hepe for 
success. In Michigan and Ohio their 
second attempt was much more disas- 
trous than their first. 

And what new art of persuasion, 
what argument unused, what means of 
appeal or conviction have they neg- 
lected? They have been admirable 
campaigners. Their variety of re- 
source, their communicative ardor, 
their zeal, industry, persistence, their 
general good temper and their pluck, 
will be admitted without reserve by the 
men whe voted against their cause. It 
may almost be said that they had even 
an unfair advantage. They are engag- 
ing champions. They are heard with 
a deference which the ironical and not 
too respectful American is far from 
showing even to his favorite orators and 
statesmen. The suffragists have made 
@ canvass to be proud of, They are 
beaten, thoroughly and _ hopelessly 
beaten, not for any neglect or mistake 
of theirs, but because the majority of 
conservative men are convinced that 
woman suffrage would be,a weakness 
or a danger in the State, an injury, 
and not an advantage, to women, so- 
clally and politically. an irretrievable 
error. 

A. memorable day's work, yester- 
day’s. It transcends any making or 
rejection of the fundamental law, Con- 
stitutions are perpetually tinkered, re- 
vised, reeast. Every generation sets 
ita hand en them. If folly or evil is in 
them, it can usually be plucked out in 
time. It is not forever. But open the 
gates of. the franchise, and you open 
them forever, A class once included 
stays in, Woman suffrage once in the 
Constitution, it will remain there, No 
matter how badly it might work, no 
matter how sick of it the male and the 
female electorate might be, it could not 
be ended. Therefore the victory of 
conservatism yesterday is momentous, 
and far ‘beyond mere political tri- 


umphs. 


TAMMANY) VICTORY. 

Tammany will now continue hope- 
fully and. with vigor preparations so 
auspiciously begun for electing the 
next Mayor of the city. Much water 
will run under all the bridges before 
the election of 1917, but after the tri- 
umph of yesterday in Manhattan it 
cannot be denied that Tammany is in 
a position where it can look forward 


, to victery two years hence with more 


confidence than it has felt in any one 
of the Mayoralty elections of the last 
fifteen years, save only that in which 
Mayor Gaynor was chosen. It is an 
old, old story, perfectly familiar to 
those who from years of observation 
have come ‘to understand the hahits 
and the capacities of Tammany, so 
often forgotten by the cehorts of re- 
form, that Tammany thrives by ‘de- 
feat and when in opposition can or- 
ganize for victory better than when 
in power. In possession of the offices 
its evil practices disgust the voter, 
when it is gut of office it is its habit to 
lull the anti-Tammany forces into 
complacent slumber until it can re- 
gain the majority position. 

That is what has happened this year. 
Tammany put forwerd for the District 
Attorneyship Judge Swann, a candi- 
date far more presentable than the 
average Tammany choice, and for 
Sheriff ex-Agsemblyman SMITH, @ can- 
didate so worthy and acceptable that 
he won the approval of the Citizens 
Union. Then the talk began that there 
must be a united Democracy in this 
city because of the coming Presiden- 
tial year.

THE RIGHT TO WORK. 

The right to work is protected by 
the Conatitution, but it is not a con- 
stitutional right primarily. It is a 
natural] right, and belongs to humans 
before they are citizens. It is miss- 
ing the point to consider that the 
Arizona decision gives aliens any par- 
ticular right beyond that of equaiity 
with other “persons,” to use the 
word of the Constitution. The nub of 
the decision is the equality of aliens 
with others, and of course of others 
with aliens. In this case, for exam- 
ple, the right te work was denied to 
aliens by popular initiative. It was 
not the wicked politicians, nor the in- 
competent legislators, who sought to 
do the thing which the Supreme Court 
has Geclared was null from the be- 
ginning, and visited with its: whole- 
some denunciation; it was the people 

ef Arizona. The assumption to deny 
‘the right to work, says Juatice 
Hugues, is the assumption to deny 
the right to live. Also it is a can- 
cellation by the State of the right 
given by the Federal Government. 
The law is bad because it is the de- 
nial of “ the very essence of personal 
freedom.” And done by the initia- 
tive!

Five of 
the Commission favored relaxing the 
restraints of the law upon coercion 
of non-unionists by unions, and four 
wished to enact penal laws against 
employers asing econemic means to 
combat unions. It was proposed that 
the right to work should be regulated 
not by law but by edict of combinations 
superior to the law. Moré than the 
aliens in Arizona are in need of the 
equal protection of the law, and of 
protection also against some, reforms 
which need only to be understood to be 
appreciated as the negation of all that 
holds spelety together. 

At bottem this is not a question of 

law, either municipal or constitu- 
tiona]. It is a matter of morals, and 
was suifably characterized by ‘the 
Roogeyelt Commission in the anthra- 
cite coal atrike. That is a dating 
point for much of the humane legis- 
lation favered by such progressive 
social reformera as the Federal In- 
dustrial Commission, and some others 
less unreasonable, who fail to recog: 
nize their portraits or methods In the 
findinga of the anthracite commis- 
sion. The boycott, the firat and most 
valued weapon of labor agitators, was 
denounced as a “cruel weapon of 
“ aggression, and its use immoral and 
“ anti-social.” The blacklist is 
as reprehensible and as cruel ag the 
boycott and should be frowned down 
by all humane men. * * * Na per- 
son should be refused employment er 
in any way discriminated against on 
account of membership or non-mem- 
bership in any labor organization, and 
there shall be no discrimination 
against or interference with any‘ em- 
ployé who is not a member of any 
labor organization by members of such 
organization. * * * The right and 
liberty to pursue a lawful calling and 
to lead a peaceable Hfe free from 
molestation or attack concerns the 
‘comfort and happiness of all men, and 
the denial of them means the destruc- 
tion of one of the greateat if not the: 
.greatest of the benefits which the 
social organization confers. 

Yet it was necessary for the Su- 
preme Court to declare the nullity of 
a law to the contrary, a law enacted 
by the people of Arizona.

A Change in “not the country 
the News where, ahove all 
' others in Europe, 
from Germany. news ia a Govern- 
ment monopoly, guarded and controlled 
with efficiency * as well as with care, it 
would be easier to reach satisfying con- 
clusions as‘to the real meaning of the 
many reports as to scarcity of food that 
have suddenly begun to came thence. 
Until a.few weeks ago not only the 
avowedly official, and the obviously in- 
spired, information that reached us on 
this subject, but that which was trans- 
mitted with more or less of govern- 
mental permission and assistance by non- 
Germans sympathetic with the German 
cause, all proclaimed that the never-te-

had been a complete failure. We read 
that food of all sorts was. abundant and 
cheap’ and that, except on the firing 
lines—all outside of Germany, by the 
way—German life was going on exactly 
as it did before the war, if not a little 
better. 

Of course none of these statements 
was true, and nobody believed them ac- 
curate after the bread-card system was 
put in operation, but the stream of mis- 
representation continued to flow, and at 
least it ereated the impression that Ger- 
man tables were far from bare. Now 
the stories, though still. all official, in- 
spired, or permitted, are of a wholly 
different tenor. The one restriction has 
grown into many, and from a dozen or 
more of Germany’s sternly policed cities 
we hear of the rioting that in every 
country is the invariable result of ap- 
proaching famine. ' 

But this, too, is ‘news, which, whether 
true, false, or mere exaggeration, seta 
into foreign circujation because the Ger- 
man Government wants it to do so. It 
means something? therefore, apart from 


‘its immediate or direct significance. The 


interesting and important question ik, 
“What does it mean?’’ The logical 
consequence of imminent starvation, for 
a country as for & fortress, is surrender, 
but few observers of the situation can 
be sq hostile to Germany as to hepe, or, 
if a friend to her, so timid as to fear, 
that she is at the end of her resources, 
and consequently about to yield te the 
one unanswerable argument—hunger. 
The mystery is deep, and it is possible, 
as yet, to be sure of only one thing— 
that now, as always, the censored news 
from Germany has a purpose gther 
than, or in addition to, that of canveying 


information.

time to believe that the interests of |’

There is always, of course, a strong 
temptation to settle a scandal by hush- 
ing it up—a temptation to which -per- 
sons, aS in this case, of the very best 
intentions, only too often yield. To 
say that the hushing up is never suc- 
cessful would be false—as false as it 
is to say that ‘‘ murder will out."* But 
the difficulties of suppression in the 
two cases are about equal, and in the 
one as in the other they are so great 
that it is not much of an exaggera- 
tion to call them insuperable in both. 

Experience certainly teaches that as

WILL OF THE MULTITUDE. 
Its Modern Tendency to Express 
Itself Through Executive Power.

To the Editor ef. The Néw York Time : 

Amos Pinchot lives in the happy con- 
viction that he is an advanced and rad- 
ical progressive. But his references to 
the Stuart Kings and the “ eternal 
struggle’’ between Executive and Les- 
islature indicate a philosophy of g0v- 
ernment which. was popular. in . ‘the 
eighteenth century, but whfch cannot 
be justified today. 

Opposition to executive power is “an 
anachronism; it leaks back to the time 
when executive power was royal power. 
Our Executive in this State is directly 
chosen by the people and. not in the 
least, as Mr. Pinchot would have us 
believe, “‘more or less remote” from 
them. In the western world government 
by Legislature is gradually being super- 
seded. That the Executive has moved 
forward to play a more and more dom- 
inant rdle is due not only to the re- 
quirements of efficiency, but alse to the 
fact that responsiveness to the popular 
will can better be secured #y that 
means. The reason why the House of 
Commons geems to do its work of legis- 
lation so effectively is that its work is 
really done by the Cabinet;. the Cab- 
inet, as President Lowell says, legislates 
with the advice and consent of the 
Commons. Mr. Pinchot would call that 
Stuart despotism. But it is a despotism 
which the people like, a despotism of 
chosen leaders who are subjected te 
searching and insistent criticism and 
who hold their places at the public 
pleasure.

RADIO STATIONS AT LARGE. 


“Old Clothes Lines” That Compete 
with the Eiffel Tower, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I feel impelled to take slight issue 
with your statepfent that by the refusal 
of the French Government to allow fur- 
ther use at this time of the Hiffel tower 
for radig telephone experiments the war 
thus stops the march of science. The 
radio laberatery \ef the Eiffel tower 
doubtless is a4 comfortable place in which 
ta carry on these investigations, and 
perhaps its equipment is convenient, 
Yet, as a matter of fact, the Eiffel 
tower has always been regarded as an 
inefficient and unsuitable affair from a 
radio standpoint ‘hecause of the rela- 
tively enormous electrestatic capacity of 
such a large steel structure, and be- 
cause there is no adequate complement~ 
ary elevation available for rigging a 
horizontal antenna system, 

The probabilities are that as geod re- 
sults might be had with a few wires, 
say a, thoysand or. so feet long, straight- 
away, about fifty feet off the ground, 
located: near the western French coast- 
‘line and not shielded from the sea by 
any high hills. Again, it would seem 
that the well-nigh perfect results ob- 
tained by stretching a temporary an- 
tenna between a smokestack and a 
water tower in the Hawaiian Islands, 
4,900 miles from Washington (2,500 
miles of land, some of it quite elevated, 
intervening) should he of greater im- 
portance as demonstrating the possible 
range. Also, Spain is net at war with 
anyhedy, and experiments might be 
carried on there almost indefinitely. 

I- have been listening to these one- 
sided “ conversations "* ‘almost every 
night since they started, using what is 
really only a glorified clothesline for 
an antenna. There is a substantial dif- 
ference between 200 miles and 3,400 
miles, yet telegraph signals are received 
here from Panama with sufficient in- 
tensity, on the same “ clothesline,’’ to 
warrant -the belief that telephone sig- 
nals, too, might be understood at that 
distance: f 

Anyliow, neither the French Govern- 
ment’s preoccupation in the immediate 
business of the hour, nor the war, nor 
anything else is going to halt the march 
of science, So long as a hundred mill- 
ions of the ‘most intelligent people in 
the world maintain their sanity their 
scientists may extend the boundaries of 
their imaginations untrammeled,

Writing in Tam New York Timzs on 
Oct, 5, I Tenia that all the efforts of-the 
Redmondite party in Ireland were con- 
centrated on keeping the political. ma- 
chine in being,.in\the hope that some 
new turn of the political whirligig 
might enable Mr. Redmand to revestab- 
lish his prestige and cause his reeruit- 
ing policy to be forgotten. Recent mes- 
Sages seem to indicate that Mr. Red- 
mond has got the chance he was logk- 
ing for, If Sir Edward Carson's resig- 
nation is followed by a break-up of the 
coalition Cabinet, if a general election 
is forced on the question of conserip- 
tion, Mr. Redmond will fight that elec- 
tion on a no-conscription platform, in 
the hope of rallying to his side on this 
issue all who are against him on re- 
eruiting. And if the electors support 
him on this issue, he will trumpet the 
return of himself and his party as a 
vote of confidence on his entire policy 
since the beginning of the war, whereas 
it will merely mean that the Redmand- 
ites have had to attorn to Irish feeling 
on the conscription issue. 

In view of the change which this new 
stand of Mr. Redmond may introduce 
into the Irish situation, a by-election 
which took place in Dublin on Oct,.1 
ig of special interest. The result of this 
election, not being satisfactery to the 
pro-English party, was not cabled to the 
New Yeark press, and& we have had te 
wait for news by mail. One of the can- 
didates,. The O'Mahony, deelared that he 
fought the election on one issue only, 
namely, suppert for Redmond’s war pol- 
icy and for the empire in the war. He 
has been one of the most active agents 
of recruiting propaganda in Ireland ‘or 
many months past. He appeared at ali 
his election meetings dreased in the uni- 
form of the English army, He said that 
he did not want the “tainted votes” 
of any pro-Germans or neutrals. Papers 
supporting his candidacy gaid that his 
return would he a victory for ths em- 
pire over the pro-Germans. And he was 
beaten by more than twe te one, The fig- 
ures were: For Alderthan Alfred Byrne, 
2,298; for The O’Mahony, 018. A third 
candidate, Alderman Farrell, get 677 
votes; his place at the bettem of the 
poll was mainly due te the fact that, 
as Lord Mayor of Dublin in 1911, he had 
favored an offieial municipal reception 
to King George V. 

This election teok place on the” very 
day when Mr, Redmond, in an interview 
cabled. to The New York World, declared 
that no candidate opposed to his policy 
could poll more than “ an infinitesimal 
number of votes "’ in any Irish constitu- 
ency. It is true that Alderman Byrne, 
the successful candidate, did not openly 
oppose the war; the Defense of the 
Realm act is still in full operation. But 
at a meeting held in Dublin on Sept. 12 
Alderman Byrne seconded a resolution 
condemning the administration of the 
Defense of the Realm act in Ireland, and 


‘| demanding the release of those impris- 


oned under it. In his speech'on that oc- 
cagion Alderman Byrne advised the Irish 
Volunteer, arg to keeD on drilling and get 
armed in preparation for the day when 
they might be called upon “* to look after 
their own country.”

Mme. Schumann-Heink Sings, 
Ossip Gabrilowitsch Plays 
to Big Audience. 





HEARD IN GERMAN SONGS 





Contralto’s Admirers Rally in Car- 
negie Hall—Pianist Gives First 
of Six Historical Programs. 





Two concert givers sought to entertain 
the music lovers on the holiday after- 
noon of election day. Mme. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink, whose song recital 
is a fixture of the Autumnal calendar, 
sang in Carnegie Hall to a large audi- 
ence. Mr. Ossip Gabrilowitsch, pianist, 
made the beginning of an interesting 
and important artistic undertaking in 
Aeolian Hall—a series of six historical 
pianoforte recitals, devoted to illustrat- 
ing the development of pianoforte music 
from the days of the clavichord and 
harpsichord to the present time. This 
proposal, one that emulates a famous 
example set by Rubinstein, is not one to 
draw the attention of the unthinking 
or of them who have more concern with 
the ‘artist than with the art. It is for 
serious music lovers, to whom Mr. Ga- 
brilowitsch’s programs will offer much 
that is illuminating, suggestive, in- 
structive, and—much more important— 
musically delightful. 

His first program, which was heard 
yesterday, took him back to the Eng- 
lishmen Byrd and Purcell; the b'renca- 
men, Couperin, Daquin, and Rameau; 
the Italians Rossi and Scarlatti; the 
Germans Bach, Hiadel, and Emanuei, 
son of the greater Bach, and finally the 
Austrians Haydn and ‘Mozart. The 
undertaking is an ambitious one, but 
Mr. Gabrilowitsch has the musical cul- 
ture and historical sense, as well ar 
the skill to carry it through to success. 
He made this first program of absorb- 
ing interest, though the period is one 
so remote from the ideals of the present 
day that tedium might be feared; but 
Mr. Gabrilowitsch’s. playing was of 
such sympathy, such fine artistic fibre 
that even the pieces of the elder dates, 
archaic though they were, gave musical 
enjoyment. : 

Of course, the highest point of his 
first program was reached in J. S. Bach, 
of whose works he played the prelude 
and fugue in B flat minor, from the 
first book of the “ well-tempered cla- 

vier ’—which it is a mistake to trans- 
late by the word “ clavichord ’’—move- 
ments from the English suites, and the 
chromatic fantasie and fugue. These 
were played with a profoundly musical 
feeling, with the conviction that the 
pieces are intimate, intensely poetical, 
and eloquent music; not specimens of 
counterpoint nor material for virtuoso 
display; and as such they made a deep 
impression on the audience. 

It was a pity that Mr. Gabrilowitsch 
should have. included in his list the 
pretty ‘“‘andantino’”’ attributed to Ros- 
si. It is obviously not of the period in 
which Rossi lived, and musical scholars 
have shown that it should be discarded 
from the collections which careless ed- 
itors have made of ancient music. Its 
inclusion is likely to, puzzle a serious 
student of that development intended to 
be illustrated by these recitals. The 
next program in the series will be de- 
voted to Beethoven. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink has made and 
kept a large body of admirers and 
friends who never fail her, as they did 
Her program was mdde 
up of some of the best known and most 
familier of German .songs, except for 
“ Lascia ch’io pianga,’’ one of the best 
known. and most familiar of Hiandel’s 
Italian operatic airs; three songs by 
Americans, and, to end the program, a 
song by Schubert called ‘“‘ Stindchen,” 
with obbligato of four male voices, in 
which she was assisted by Messrs. Bed- 
doe, Reed, Thomas, and Chalmers. 

Mme. Schumann-Heink’s voice has 


been and is of great power; when heard 
at its best, of the richest and most 
ponderous contralto quality. ‘She has 
not always sung with well considered 
and well assimilated art and fine taste, 
but there have always been a dramatic 
and expressive intention, a whoie- 
souled heartiness and obvious sincerity 
in her singing that are found sympa- 
thetic. These’ things were in evidence 
yesterday and gained her much ap- 
proval from the audience. Not every- 
thing in the -way of pronation. hras- 
ing and cxpeeen her sin, g of 
* Lascia, ch’io pinkes ’ would merit 
unqualified approval, but it was in 
many ways effective. She was a little 
inclined to force the sentiment in 
“ Dubist die- Ruh,’’ and the archness 
in ‘‘ Wohin,” but the latter pleased, and 
she repeated it. In ‘‘Der Wanderer ”’ 
she revelled in strong contrasts of tone 
and in the promulgation of a tragic 
conception quite her own, as she did 
in Franz’s ‘‘Im Herbst.’’ Schubert’s 
“Tod und das Madschen,’’ which she 
added after the first group, was one of 
her best offerings.° 


FIGHTING FORCES IN FILM. 


Views of Armies and Navies of 
Many Nations at the Park. 

A new group of martial motion pict- 

ures have been placed on exhibition in 

the Park Theatre. They can scarcely 


.be called war pictures, for there is only 


one reel that concerns itself. directly 
with a battle; instead they give glimpses 
of the fighting forces of not only prac- 
tically all. of the countries at war, but 
those of other nations as well.. Thus, 


in addition to pictures of both groups of 


warring nations, there are interesting 
‘views of the armies or navies or both 
of Greece, Denmark, Japan, Spain, and 
the United States. 

The pictures were taken by Charles 
Murray, a New York newspaper man, 
who spent more than nine months pho- 
tographing them. They embrace not 
only military pictures, but scenes of the 
different countries, contrasting in an 
interesting way the customs of the dif- 
ferent nations. They were taken by the 
kinemacolor process of color photog- 
raphy, and while all of them are not ex- 
ceptionally distinct many of them are, 
and since they reflect the natural colors 
are unusually effective. This is ¢rue, 
particularly of those pictures which 
show the brighter uniforms .of the 
soldiers of the neutral nations.

Anonymous Letter Says the 
’ Canadian Woman Is Not/

CARRIES A VEILED THREAT 





May Be the Work of a Fanatic or 
a Partisan, and Officials Say 
Its Charge Is False.

The committee of the National Horse 
Show has seey fit to invite a woman to 
guaae long-tailed saddle horses, and such 
lady has never owned or ridden such type, 
nor has.she been in the Southern States, 
where she might have acquired some knowl- 
edge of the breed. 

he lady has acquired what little knowl- 
edge she has of hunters through her hus- 
band, who is more or less a horseman. Her 
husband is at present nesoet. in purchas- 
ing horses for the Canadian Government on 
& CO) ssion basis. 

To say the least, it is embarass to 
this lady, as well as the blic, and it is 
to be hoped that she be advised to 
cancel the invitation before it is too late. 

Far from being the novice represented, 
Lady Beck is a finished horséwoman, 
og has followed the hounds in 
tershire and ridden her saddle horses 
and hunters at the leading shows of 
Cc England, and the United States.

On:Sept. 21, after the Bul- 
arian mobilization . had begun, Premier 

enizelos asked France and Great Brit- 
ain for 150,000 men on the express un-

6th of October did Premier Venizelos 
find himself able to agree to the landing 
of British and'French troops under for- 
mal protest. 

“On the 4th of October M. Venizelos 
announced in the Chamber that Greece 
must be bound by her treaty with Ser- 
‘tia. The next day the King repudiated 
the declaration of M. Venizelos, who re- 
signed; but the new Greek Government 
declared its desire to remain on friendly 
terms with the Allies, at the same time 
declining to depart from the attitude ot 
neutrality.. The result was that Serbia, 
without Greek support, was left to bear 
a honing attack and a side attack from

* Ws ta in the United Kingdom, France. 
and Russia could not allow Serbia to 
become the prey of this sinister, mys- 
terious combination. The General Staffs 
‘of France and Great Britain have been 
in the closest consultation which cul- 
minated in the welcome visit ‘of tha 
illustrious Commander in Chief. The 
result, I am glad to say, is a complete 
agreement. between us as to the end and 
the means, but I can disclose nothing 
more. Serbia may rest assured'that her 
independence is regarded by us as one 
of the essential objects of the war.’ 


Dangers of Conscription. 


‘Dealing with the financial aspects of 
the situation, Premier Asquith’ laid 
stress upon the, importance of retrench- 
ment, 

‘* Every man in the country,’ he said 
in discussing the question of recruit- 
ing, ‘‘ ought to be doing the thing for 
which, for the purposes of the war, he 
is best fitted: here has been a differ- 
ence of opinion among the Ministers as 
to whether the full exploitation of the 
recruitable area could be obtained by 
the voluntary system. Personally, 1 
think it is purely a question of practical 
expediency. Admittedly, our system of 
voluntary recruiting operates in a hap- 
hazard, capricious way, and my objec- 
tion to the employment of compulsion 
under present conditions is not due to 
any blindness to the defect of the exist- 
ing system. My objection is that .the 
employment of compulsion would endan- 
ger the maintenance of national unity. 
If you apply’ compulsion without gen- 
eral assent you defeat your purpose. 

Referring to Lord Derby's recruiting 
scheme, the Premier promised to inform 
the country, as soon after Nov. 30 as 
it was possible to collect information, 
whether -it was ‘successful. 

“I believe,”’ he continued. ‘it will 

roduce a satisfactory result: but if it 
oes not, and if it is shown that in the 
recruitable reservoir there are numbers 
of men of military age who still hang 
back, I ‘will not hesitate to recommend 
supplementing the voluntary system by 
some form of legal obligation.” 


For a Smaller War Committee. 


The Premier stated he had concluded 
that it was desirabie to maintain the 
Cabinet War Committee concerned with 
the higher direction of the war, but to 
limit its’) membership. He suggested 
that it should not comprise less than 
three nor more than five, but. should 
have thé power to summon persons hav- 
ing special knowledge or informatié@én for 

e pepe of consultation.. The rela- 

8 of the Committee to the Cabinet, 
he thought, should be elastic, but the 
Cabinet should be kept informed of im- 
portant decisions and consulted before 
any important departure in policy was 
taken. 

Mr. Asquith said that in future there 
would be co-ordination between the 
staffs of the Allied Powers. 

Touching u the quest.on of supplies 
of men, munitions and money, the Pre- 
mier said that the financial position was 
serious. He quoted statistics of exports 
and imports and of expenditure upon the 
war. 

‘““We cannot go on discharging busi- 
ness unless both Government and indi- 
viduals’ adopt more stringent economy.

Carson Criticises the Cabinet. | 


Sir Edward Carson, who recently re- 
signed from the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral, initiated a discussion on Mr. As- 
quith’s statements. He said he would 
not have risen if the Premier.had given 
sufficient ‘information to the public on 
matters upon which it showed anxiety, 
and, after fifteen months of war, he 
thought it only right that there should 
be free debate in the House. 

The present position, he declared, was 
one of grave peril. There was nothing 
to be gained by blinking at the danger, 
and he could assure the Premier that 
the desire for discussion was not in any 
way to minimize the main objects of the 
war. It was a symbol of the growing 
determination of the House and country 
that everything should be done to bring 
the war to a satisfactory conclusion at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Sir Edward ‘said that experience had 
shown him that the Cabinet, however 
useful in time of peace, was an organi- 
zation utterly incapable of carryin 
the war under present conditions. What | E 
was wanted was a smaller number of 
competent. men sitting meng d with the 
best advisers they could get to work out 
the problems that arose. He did not 
think .that: a committee of the Cabinet 
would answer; if the committee was to 
be accountable to the Cabinet and the 
Cabinet was to take the responsibility. 


“ Gyrations ” in the Balkan Policy. 


Perhaps the gravest instance, and the 
most recent, of how the Cabinet and 
Government worked, he said, was to be 
found in the Balkan situation.

Cafes and Cabarets Thronged and 
Horns and Rattles Kept 
Celebration Going. 





The white shaft of the searchlight on 
the Times Building pointed east at 
about 6:40 o’clock last evening, indi- 
cating that wornan suffrage had lost in 
New York State, and the early comers 
of the Broadway election crowd watched 
it with interest. Shortly afterward the 
white shift of light pointed south, indi- 
cating the election of Judge Swann as 
District Attorney. The shaft soon point- 
ed west, swinging up and down, show- 
ing that the proposed Constitution had 
been rejected, but there was no such 
noisy demonstration as Broadway has 
seen on previous election nights. 

The cold wind that swept through the 
streets seemed to chill spontaneity, and 
the evident expectation of the results of 


the election choked off hilarious dem- | Clio 


onstrations of enthusiasm. 

Police Inspector Myers of the Traffic 
Division, who has had the management 
of election, New Year’s Eve, and Coney 
Island crowds for years, said to a Timgs 
reporter late in the evening that he had 
never seen such a serious and solemn 
crowd. 

“There’s a big crowd out,’ he said, 
but most of them don’t seem to know 
why they came.” 

But later the people began to turn 
their attention to the real business of 
the evening—merry-making. The the- 
atres emptied, the streets became more 
crowded, and the cafés and restaurants 
began to fill. By midnight every place 
of refreshment and entertainment open 
on Broadway was filled to capacity and 
all of the noises of people having a gay 
time mingled above the tables. 

And the spirit of those warmly settled 
at tables spread to those outside.

The crowds 
were at their height and the commence- 
ment of a “big time tonight’’ was 
manifest. The crowd had been gradu- 
ally aroused, and, once stirred, it ban- 
ished the earlier solemnity from Broad- 
way. 

** Tammany’s in again. Now for a 
wide-open town.’’ This is the word that 
was passed from café to café and along 
Broadway, and what promised to be a 
celebration that would end only with 
daylight was under way. The Tammany 
triumph was certainly an accelerator of 
the merry- making. 

Between 50,000 and 75,000 people were 
packed in Broadway and Seventh Ave- 
nue, on’ both sides of the Times Build- 
in, until late, and the thousands of 
others who moved in the lanes kept 
open by the police, watched the flash- 
ing of the returns as they walked. In- 
specter Myers estimated that, including 

ose who stood and those who walked, 
about 100,000 persons were in Times 
Square at any moment between 9 o’clock 
and midnight. 

he numbers in Times Square were 
the greater, probably because, owing to 
traffic regulations, comparatively few 
were permitted to congregate about the 
Herald Building. In past years The 
Herald returns have .\been displayed on 
a screen in front. of. that.newspaver’s 
building, and thousands: have packed 
themselves in Herald Square, above and, 
below Thirty-fourth Street. Because of 
the recent collapse of. the temporary 
boarding over the subway excavation in 
Broadway, and to prevent any similar 
accident last night, Broadway was 
closed to traffic between Thirty-fourth 
and Thirty-eighth Streets. 

Consequently The derald bulletins 
were shown from the northeast corner 
of the Herald Building at Thirty-sixth 
Street and Sixth Avenue, and there was 
space there for only 1,000 persons more 
or less. About the same number col- 
lected in Columbus Circle to. watch the 
bulletins of The New York American. 

Filsewhere throughout the city where 
bulletins were shown crowds collected. 
The principe. points besides those in 
Broadway were Park Row. 125th Street, 
between Third and St. Nicholas Ave- 
nues; 149th Street and Third Avenue, 
the Bronx; Tremont Avenue, between 
Webster and Third Avenues,’ the 
Bronx; Borough Hall Square, Brook- 
lyn;. Flatbush and Atlantic Avenues, 
Brooklyn, and, the eastern plaza of the 
Williamsburg Bridge. 

Perhaps because of the presence and 
activity of the police, and also because 
of what seemed to be its nature, the 
crowds were unusually orderly. There 
were very. few arrests throughout the 
city before midnight. Owing to wide 
police advertisement, ticklers, confetti, 
talcum powder, and other prohibited 
nuisances were only now and then in 
evidence.

NEW OIL TRADE INQUIRY. 


Federal Commission WWIII Investi- 
gate Charges Against Companies. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Federal 
Trade Commission announced today 
that it was engaged in an exhaustive 
study of the oil business in the United 
States, as directed by a resolution intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Gore and 
Mr. Owen of Oklahoma. The resolution 
called ‘for a detailed report on nearly 
all phases of the production, transpor- 
tation and marketing of oil products. 
A preliminary report on the oil pipe 

lines will soon be issued. 
The war, the invention of new refin- 
ing processes, and local causes have 








resulted in @ gréat. divergence in the| / 


oil business in different parts of the 
country, according to the statement is- 
sued by the commission. 

‘The scope. of the investigation is in- 
dicated by the commission’s outline of 
the complaints upon which it is based. 

“Some of the complaints,” said the 
announcement, “allege unfair practices 
by former subsidiary companies of the

FIRE ESCAPES : NOT. “USED 


by Stifling Smoke in Three- 
Story Tenement... 


A ‘ature: match,, carelessly toaned 
into a baby carriage standing in - the 
hall, is believed to have started the fire 
in which thirteen persons: lost their 
lives in the’ three-story tenement house 
in the rear of 66 North Sixth Street, 


Williamsburg, .as told ‘in \THr TIMES 


yesterday. Poor lighting. in the hall- 
ways may have been an indirect cause 
of the fire, according tu Tenément “House 
Commissioner John J. Murphy. 
. As in more than 2,000 structures in 
the city, Commissioner Murphy said, 
kerosene lamps were used to light the 
halls.. Often the lights go Out or are 
turned out by 11 o'clock, so: that persoris 
who go into the buildings later are 
forced to strike matches to find their 
way. It probably, was a match struck 
in this way that started the fire. 

After an inspection ,of the district 
about ten days ago all the property 
owners were warned that they must 


keep their lights lighted, according: to}. 


the law. The inspection disclosed that 
about 70 per cent. of the houses were 


poorly lighted. 

‘‘ Prosecutions for violations of the law 
relating to lighting are’ almost without 
exception in ‘vain,’’ Commissioner: Mur- 
phy told a Times. reporter yesterday. 

*}f the owners,are taken to couft,: they 
say that the lights went. out,.or were 
blown out. The reason ‘for the law is 
primarily to see .that the. means of 
exit ‘are ‘Hghted.. The danger trom 
matches uséd, to light the way had not 
been thought so great.’’ 

Except with regard to lighting, pos- 
sibly, the burned tenement complied with 
all the provisions ‘of the law, the offi- 
cials’said. The fire escapes. were as pre- 
scribed, and’ it was due’ to excitement 
on the part of the occupants that they 
did not use them, instead of trying to 

‘© down, the stairs. ,Only. one of: the. win- 

ows opening, to fire escapes was found 
broken. 

All of the victims were suffocated by 
smoke. Five were members of the. fam- 
ily of. Michael» Yondir,. and two. others 
were boarders with him, and three were 
members “of the’ ‘family’-of Michael 
Lewandowski, all of whom. lived on the 
top floor. John Yatsko and his wife and 
an ‘unidentified’ man who boarded with 
them were found on the secand floor. 

The house was occupied by six fam- 
ilies, two on each floor: It is owned 
‘by John Kovocs, a banker, of 36 Grand 
Street, who owns several other tenement 
houses in the neighborhood... As told in 
late. editions ef .yesterday’s Times, 
flames were seen shooting out. of the 
windows by a passerby, who turned in 
an alarm. e firemen, when they ar- 
rived, found it difficult work, so excited 
was the erowd.in front ‘of the burning 
building. 

The interior of the ‘building was 
scarcely touched by fire. Several of the 
bodies were slightly scorched, but it 
was apparent that suffocation «had 
caused the deaths. On one of the floors 
the tenants had. opened the ay’ a 
left. it open, creating .a draft. 
ently -all: of the victims had to. ae 
when the fire started.

by a wiry, slender man, with beady 


black hair, and a swarthy skin. The 
police of Weehawken noticed the trio, 
but, knowing nothing wrong of Fay or 
Scholz, they paid no heed to their com- 
panion until the” disclosurés ‘of’ the 
United States Secret Service men set 
them searching high and low for him. 

They found no trace of him while the 
search continued, but yesterday morn- 
ing Chief of Police Clossey and six of. 
the Hudsén County Police, ‘raiding a 
saloon at 495 Hudson Avenue, West New 
York, on the trail of thieves who had 
taken many. automobile tires from 


freight cars in the West Shore Railroad 
yards, found the man drinking beer at 
a table. 

To their eager questions he replied 
that he was George’ Van Horn, that he: 
lived’ at 241 Twenty-fourth Street, Gut- 
tenberg, and that he knew nothing 
about any bomb plot. But both legs 
were swathed in bandages, which con- 
cealed $1,700 in cash; mostly in $100, 
$50, and $20 bills, and with the discov- 
ery of these the man became a little 
more communicative. 


Fled from New York to Jersey. 


Captain Tunney and Detective Barnitz 
of the bomb squad'in Police Headquar- 
ters here were summoned, and- they 
questioned the prisoner for _ several 
hours. When they had ended Captain 
Tunney said: 

““We believe the real name of Van 


Horn is Gysbertus Verdayk. By his own 
admission he fled to New Jersey re- 
cently because he believed the authori- 
ties ‘were after. him for placing bombs 
on vessels here. He asserts that he 
never had a hand in such a plot and 
knows nothing about one, but we want 
to question him further about the at- 
tempt to blow up the Lord Erin by a 
tomb which was discovered before it 
exploded.”’ 

lt was learned that Van Horn, or 
Verdayk, had lived here at 616 West 
Forty-eighth Street, close to the North 
River and the shipping which ties up 
there. He quit this place in August and 
went to Guttenberg. He was frank in ad- 
mitting he had feared he was suspected, 
and Captain Tunney corroborated this, 
saying Van Horn had been Bap agg em by 
the police at the time so bom 
were found in Frénch ships te savin this 
Port. eparture for New Jersey 
probably saved him an examination 
many months ago.

York; Al- 
bert Habermann of 5 Kissel Street. 
North Bergen, and William Renz of 471 
Hudson Avenue, West New York. All 
were caught with Van Horn in the 
saloon. In the cellar the police ‘found 
several automobile tubes and eight 
envelopes, Renz and Habermann were 
parol to’ appear as witnesses, but 
Gruenwald was held. 

It was. through Gruenwald that the 
raid was made. He was arrested sev- 
eral days ago for driving an automobile 
without a license in Hudson Boulevard, 
and it is believed he gave the informa- 
tion, after his reiease on bail, which 
eaused the raid. 


One Dead in Powder Mill Explosion 
CARNEY’S POINT, N. J., Nov. 2.— 
Seventeen men were caught in a great 
flash of fire which followed a’ heavy 
explosion of powder in the du Pont 
powder works at this place today. One 
of them, Eugene Foster of Pleasantville,

He has toa 
his. story of the acquisition of the 
transportation company; of which he 
was at one time the practical’ owner,

He'is likely to be the first of the wit- 
nesses of the Government to run the 
gauntlet of severe. cross-examination.

Woman In One Machine Has Legs

Hight persons were injured in a col-

fered fracturéd skulls:’ The other per- 
sons in their auto were Edward J. Hew- 
itt, who lived with the Conradys, and 
Mr. and Mrs, Gustave F. Neuman of 
1,831.

These three suffered internal injuries. 

The other motor contained Mathew J. 
Wood and Mr. and Mrs. Victor Boerst, 
all of 416 Seventy-fourth Street. Both 
of Mrs. Boerst’s legs were broken, and 
her husband and Mr. Wood, who drove 
the automobile, were injured internally. 

Both autos were overturned in the 
collision, and those in them were 
thrown out. The automobiles caught 
fire and were destroyed before the fire- 
men who were summoned could extin- 
glish the flames. The injured were car- 
ried-into drug stores along Coney Island 
Avenue, where they were attended by 
Dr. Kelley..and Dr. Reagan of the 
Kings County Hospital, to Which in- 
stitution they were all removed. 

None of the occupants of the colliding 
auto was able last night to give an 
account of how the accident happened, 
but from others it was learned. that the 
Conrady motor was speeding up Coney 
Island Avenue from Coney Island when
